HEAVY TRAFFIC DEMANDS WORK 


Railroad Will Add §27,000,000 to tho 


$£•1,000.000 Projects Already Un- 
der "Way; Four Trades From Here 
to PHtelnug are to be Constructed. 


The Baltimore & Ohio railroad will 


spend $1,000,000 to construct a four- 
track line between Pittsburg' and Con- 
nellsville according1 to the announce- 
ment of President 
Daniel 
Willard. 


This project is but a small factor in 
the general scheme of improxements 
contemplated, but it plays tin im- 
portant part In the railroad develop- 
ment of this section*. 


It is stated that in. addition to the 


$21,000,000 of improvements now un- 
der way the road will expend an ad- 
dtional $27,000,000 m the near fu- 
ture. 
These 
immense 
expenditures 


are a part of President YTiUaril's plan, 
to make the Baltimore & Ohio i-ys- 
tem second to none. It was this mes- 
sage he sent to Connellsville several 
months ago when officials of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio were "given a banquet 
by the Chamber of Commerce.
